The bureau was all ready to fly 
him east — an airline had alerted 
a beauteous hostess to make the 
little beast’s trip# enjoyable—when 
an over - eager bureaucrat dis­ 
covered the whole project was il­ 
legal.

Good Paint Brushes, Rollers 
Economical For Home Owners 


A good way to throw money 
away is to use a cheap paint 
brush. Lots of householders be­ 
lieve in cheap brushes principally 
because they do not know how to 
clean and keep a good brush. They 
buy a cheap brush and throw it 
away after every paint job, blam­ 
ing the paint for all brush marks 
and loose bristles left on their 
work. 
This is false economy. Good 
paint brushes are carefully made 
tools and, when properly cared for, 
they last for years, can be used 
in virtually any kind or color of 
paint and cost less in the long 
run than a series of cheap brush­ 
es—which sell by the millions to 
unwitting householders. 
The same goes for paint rollers 
which when made from fine lamb’s 
wool, can be kept soft and clean 
and free from matting. 


THE FIRST precaution to take 
with a good brush is never to use 
it immediately in paint. It needs 
breaking in. Twirl it by holding 
the handle between your hands 
to spread the bristles slightly in 
the air. Then flip the bristles 
across your fingers to bring any 
loose hairs forward. These 
can 
then be picked out 
Soaking a new brush in linseed 
oil will keep paint pigment from 
sticking to the bristles and soak­ 
ing into the heel and the brush 
will always be easier to clean. 
This treatment is given by sus­ 
pending the brush in the 
oil. 
Never let a brush rest on its 
bristle-tips at any time. 
Painters recommend at least 12 
hours of oil soaking before using 
a new brush. Douglas C. Arnold 
president of Keystone Paint and 
Varnish, advocates several days of 
oil treatment. When you are ready 
to paint, you can remove the sur­ 
plus oil by drawing the brush 
across a wire. If you want to use 
the brush in varnish, or a non­ 
oil base paint, clean the oil out 
thoroughly with turpentine or with 
the specific thinner recommended 
for the paint. 
Odorless paint, rubber base paint 
and various lacquers call for spec­ 


ial thinners, each recommended by 
the manufacturers of these newer 
coatings. 


PAINT 
ROLLERS 
should 
be 
washed before using. Use warm 
soapsuds to remove any lint or 
dust. Then rinse and dry com­ 
pletely—unless you’re going to use 
the roller in cold-water paint, in 
which case it should be wet when 
you start. But for use in oil paint 
a roller must be absolutely dry. 
In painting, only dip the bristles 
of a brush about half their length 
into the paint. Since virtually all 
paints need mixing—even ready 
mixed paints—a galvanized iron 
scrub pail is handy for mixing. 
Stretch a wire across the handle 
fittings and draw the brush across 
the wire. This will avoid dripping, 
and by using only the lower ends 
of the bristles excessive paint will 
not soak into the heel of the brush. 
Never use a paint brush for pur­ 
poses for which it was not de­ 
signed. To try to force a four-inch 
brush into small corner^ or tight 
openings will bend or fray the 
bristles. 
A HANDY WAY to keep a brush 
soft overnight, or for a few days, 
is to cut the top off a flat quart 
can—such as a turpentine or cook­ 
ing oil can—with a can-opener.

How To Assure Longer Life For Power Mowers 


Regrettably, 
few 
homeowners 
give their lawn mowers—particul­ 
arly power mowers—the attention 
these expensive instruments de­ 
serve, and they usually have re­ 
grets on that score later on. 
Fundamental things like 
fre­ 
quent lubrication or occasional oil 
changes and air filter cleanings on 
gasoline-powered mowers are quite 
generally ignored. Actually there 
is little else to be done, aside 
from sharpening and possibly ad­ 
justing the blades once a season. 
To assure a longer life for your 
mower you have only to make a 
habit of following instruction-book 
pointers. In the bode are found 
directions 
on where to 
locate 
points on the mower and engine 
itself to be oiled. 
Motor oil should be changed 
after every 20 to 25 hours of oper­ 
ation, or more frequently if the 
mower is operated under particu­ 
larly dusty conditions. Instructions 
will tell you where the oil drain 
is. 
Remove the air filter from the 
engine and wash the filter ele­ 
ment in gasoline or kerosene just 
as often as the oil is changed. 
Then dip the element in engine 
oil. Some mowers have an oil- 
bath air cleaner in which the res­ 
ervoir should be filled before re­ 
placing the filter. 


CARBURETOR CARE Is simple, 
but necessary. The carburetor has 
a bowl and inlet screen—the bow: 


should be removed, emptied of 
gasoline and wiped out with a 
clean cloth; the inlet screen, a 
type of filter, should be washed 
in a solvent, handled carefully. 
Remember to be careful in using 
gasoline Precautions such ah hand­ 
ing it in the open air and never 
filling the tank while the engine is 
running are heartily recommended. 
Two simple carburetor screw ad­ 
justments can be made by any 
[awn mower owner. One controls 
the idle speed, which should be as 
slow as possible and still give 
smooth-running performance. The 
other controls the gasoline mix­ 
ture, which should be adjusted as 
lean as possible. 
Turning the screw inward makes 
the mixture leaner; turning it out­ 
ward gives a richer mixture. Vibra­ 
tion often causes the screw to work 
loose, throwing it out of adjust 
ment. This can sometimes be 
corrected by removing it and 
stretching its lock-spring. Take 
extreme care to avoid fouling the 
screw’s needle point. 


THE CARBURETOR CHOKE is 
provided to make engine starting 
easier. When the engine is cold, 
move the choke out for a rich 
starting mixture. Let the engine 
warm up for a minute or so with 
the choke out, then move it back 
in, but don’t run the warm engine 
with choke out. A rich mixture 
doesn’t burn completely, causing 
valves and pistons to become gum­ 
med up with carbon. 


If the mower must be stored for 
more than a month, the gasoline 
ought to be drained from the fuel 
tank. Then run the engine until 
gasoline left in the carburetor bowl 
is used up. This precaution is to 
prevent clogging fuel lines and in­ 
let screen. 


NEXT, REMOVE the spark plug 
and pour about an ounce of engine 
oil into the cylinder. Then crank 
the engine several turns to give 
the oil a chance to work into the 
engine’s moving parts, and replace 
the spark plug. 
Oil bearings on wheels and the 
cutting reel. Put a coat of grease 
on cutting edges of blades to pre­ 
vent rust. 
This kind of care will pay off, 
keeping your power mower in 
shape from year to year.

Feeling Steel Shortage First

CLEVELAND (¿Y—Manufacturers 
of war materials will feel a steel j 
supply pinch before those making 
civilian goods, the magazine Steel i 
said today. 
The reason for this, the maga-j 
zine said, is that most steel #for 
defense work never has been off 
the short supply list. 


As for the metalworking in­ 
dustry as a whole, Steel said, with 
a number of exceptions it has 
enough steel today to keep operat­ 
ing full tilt for another two weeks. 
Then, mass vacations for employes 
begin. 
Steel said the real shortages may 
not be noticed until after the strike 
is settled. The magazine explained: 
'When steel production is re­ 
sumed. it will take a week to get 
mill operations up to capacity. If 
by that time consumers' 
steel 
stocks have been exhausted, don’t 
be surprised if for a while there 
is a super priority on steel for 
defense production. 
“This would delay the replenish­ 
ment for steel stocks for civilian 
goods manufacture. Already priori­ 
ties have been given to spread the 
available steel for defense work." 
Steel said the three work stop­ 
pages in the industry have caused 
a steel production loss so far this 
year 7.8 million tons. This com­ 
pares with losses of 13.5 million 
i:ons in 1946 and 9.2 million tons 
in 1949, the magazine reported.

sho p co ntracts with AFL seamen 
o n U. S. Steel ships, with railro ad 
unio ns and building trades unio ns. 
Referring o nly to U. S. and In­ 
land Steel co mpanies by name, 
Murray said. “ A co alitio n o f six 
majo r steel co mpanies which pro ­ 
duce 75 per cent o f steel to nnage 
in the co untry” is blo cking settle­ 
ment o f the strike. 
Several steel co mpanies are will­ 
ing to nego tiate co ntracts, he said, 
but are prevented by fear o f eco ­ 
no mic reprisal.
